friends of the convention', aside Eroin SeD- 
ntor Cu I lorn 's brief, closing argument. 
.Moreover the question ia now raised as to 
whether the Secretary of the Treasury will 
feel authorized to pay out funds under the 
provisions of the Spooner .act and on the 
contract made with Colombia, as there ia 
a serious difference between the provisions 
of the two. Several Senators, who most 
vigorously .maintained that there was noth- 
ing in Mr. Morgan's contention to this 
effect now admit that it is an important 
factor, although they Bay that hereafter all 
responsibility rests with the Attorney Gen- 
eral who will have to decide this question.

True to his word the Presi- 
dent has appointed both men as recess ap- 
pointments, hut it is evident llnil the aena- 
tors "plnyed politics" and determined lo 
place the onus of tlie'appointments^on Mr. 
Roosevelt. Tailing lhe past-session as a 
whole, there is. good ground for tho belief 
tbut^Mr. Roosevelt waa very shabbily treat- 
ed by the leaders of his own ■ party. From 
the standpoint oE the leaders I here is reason 
for it. He is tho mo&t difficult president 
to use aud muniputnte^opublicans bavc 
ever had: Cleveland was as difficult, buL 
republican office seekere-trxpecled nothing 
from him.

are in a majority* union men will be select- 
ed. Whea an agreement can not be- reach*. 
ed by tins "evenly divided commission a 
seventh shall be called in and he will cist 
the deciding vote', , Sacb check-weighers, 
etc., as the minors roayde^ire shall be ap- 
pointed by them and be recognized by Uw 
operators but si all bo paid by the minora, 
The average pr'ce if coal is to be' decided 
by a coaimissioner appointed by a' circuit 
judge and paid by the operators. All -in- 
crease ia tho sizo of miners- cars sli'Ul. ac- 
companied by a' hroporlionate increase in 
ivflges. All awards stand until March SL 
1900. Among the. general .lecomruendn- 
tiona made by the commission are, one urg-

It has been discovered that there. is 
a dlsiiosltlou among the assembly- 
men to- dodge bills for the creation of 
new stnte boards and, 'naturally 
enough, the majority of proposed ref- 
erendum clauses pertaln'to measures 
of this character. It Is pretty general- 
ly conceded thnt the sthte hoards and 
commissions, whether Justly or un- 
justly, lire becoming unpopular in the 
state. Tbln feeling has always per- 
vaded the minority party and 'some 
years ago an attempt was tnnde to 
propitiate It by the formation of what 
are known as bi-partisan boards,; 
Those boards give the minority party 
representation. , . v 

Tho Fe«llnjr Hiu Ctmitgeil, 

For a. time the bi-partisan board had 
the desired effect and there was much 
lesa complaint among members of tho 
minority party. Kecently, however, 
the feeling hns changed, and during 
the present sessloii-tlie iiuusunl ' clr- 
cu instances of a minority senator pro- 
testing against minority representation 
on a state board lins been presented. 
This occurred lii one of the senate 
committees which had under consider- 
ation a bill for the creation of a public 
accounting brmrd. The bill provided 
that 'not more than two members of 
the same political pnrty be appointed 
to the hoard and Senator 'Itees, of 
.Sangamon county, registered an objec- 
tion to the proposition. 

"The bl- partisan board," said the 
senator, "looks very well on paper, but 
my observation of It is anything but 
flattering to the practice of having 
minority representatives appointed to 
positions of this sort Usually, the 
man selected Is some fellow who has 
scuttled the Democratic ship. He does 
not represent the Democratic party, 
for If he did the Republicans would 
not have hliri." 

Interest In this week's session of the 
assembly is centering on the old-time 
flKht between the Chicago Sanitary 
District and the people who live In the 
Illinois vnlley. it wns thought some 
years ago that the trouble between 
the drainage district nnd the valley 
people hnd been settled. But recent 
developments bnve made It evejxjuoro 
bitter than It has been in the paBt 
The situation hns not been Improved 
by the proposition to nbandon the Illi- 
nois and Mlchlgnn cunnl. The canal 
commissioners accuse the sanitary 
district of beine responsible for the 
war on the oinnl and they are doing 
everything In their, power to bnlk the 
plana of the drainage commission.

An indication of the extent to which 
the drainage tight has gone Is given by 
the attitude of tho vnlley members to- 
ward n proposition to enlarge the Chi- 
cago sanitary district. This proposi- 
tion Is to annex Calumet and the city 
of Evanston to the district Tinder 
ordinary circumstances the proposed 
annexation would not Interest the val- 
ley people, but since the subject has 
been agitated they have taken a hand 
In the matter. The house committee 
on waterways' nnd drainage has the 
bill under consideration and It is to 
come up tomorrow.- Chairman K lee- 
man expected to get the bill out last 
week but he wns bnlked by Mr. 
Browne, of to, Salle county, The lat- 
ter expressed the sentiments of the 
valley peopie by declaring that the bill' 
should not be reported to the house 
until- his. constituency had been satis- 
fled concerning the future conduct of 
the canal commlsBloncrB in reference 
to tho valley.

Bennt* Approves Reciprocity. Treaty 
t and Adjourns 8S no Die— State Depart- 
ment Official* Fear Clnnan Requiring; 
Action bj- House. Slay Came Failures 



By- a ,Tota- of 80 to 10 the Senate 
Thursday afternoon .ratified the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty, after, making further 
amendments, ."find ndiourncd aloe die. 
Twenty-four Senators bnd already left 
for tholr homes. A long debate preceded 
tb.B voting. Senator Foster of Louisiana 
made -a speech In. opposition nnd spoke 
for two hours nnd a half. IIo asserted 
that the effect of the proposed reduction 
on Cuban sugar would bo to enhance tho 
profits of tho manufacturers, snd that 
the consumers would not be benefited in 
the lonot Senator Berry- also made s, 
long speech, his opposition being to -tha 
committee amendment which provided 
that there should be no further reduction 
or chungs in ihe Dlngley schedules for 
five yean,, thus, shutting out nft' oppor- 
tunity of reciprocity with other sugar 
producing countries. Ho said tho Unit- 
ed States could not afford to tako this 
posttion. 

The Sennte began to vote ob amend- 
ments at 8 o'clock. Tha amendment pro- 
viding that the treaty should not go Into 
effect until a joint resolution should bo 
adopted by both houses of Congress was 
carried by a voto.of 44 yens to 22 nays. 
In addition, tho committee put In a pro- 
viso that tho reduction of duty upon 
Cuban sugar should not bo greater than 
20 per cent of the present duty, and that 
during tbe Ufa of the Cuban treaty the 
duty on sugar coming from other coun- 
tries should not bo reduced by treaty or 
convention. ~" Onttle were transferred 
from the class to enjoy 20 percent re- 
duction of tho Cuban raits to 40 per cent, 
and wheat and corn "flour were put In to 
enjoy a 40 per cent reduction. Cotton 
and manufactures thereof - were trans- 
ferred from the 25 to 30 per cent reduc- 
tion schedule. 

A number of other amendments were 
offered, Including annexation nnd Immi- 
gration provisions, one being drawn to 
require tlie Cuban government to adopt 
our immigration laws to exclude contract 
and cheap coollo labor, Some of these 
amendments were withdrawn to facili- 
tate adjournment and others were not 
forced to a roll call. *,. 

"."'When all tho work before the Senate 
had been cleared up Senator Gorman 
moved that nil. tho speeches which had 
been mada In rccrct- session on the Co- 
lombian trenty bo mada public and he 
printed in the Congressional Bccord. This 
motion wnn opposed by Senator Hanno. 
Senators Foraker, Fairbanks, and De- 
pew, who aro very proud of the speeches 
they mane on this subject, favored Sen- 
ator Gorman's motion. Senator Hanna 
said that be would have no objection to 
having tho speeches- mnda public after 
the treaty bad been acted on by tho Co- 
lombian Congress, 

The Inst business was tho report of a 
mesBnga from the President responding 
to the resolution offered by Senator Mor- 
gan asking tho' President to Inform the 
Sen n to bow ninny roldlors, bow large a 
navnl force and how much money would 
be needed to defend the canal at Pan- 
ama. < Tb o President 'replied that the 
time was too short for the War and 
Navy Departments to supply tho Senate 
with the Information beforo adjournment.
